INCIDENT MANAGEMENT SITUATION REPORT
SUNDAY, NOVEMBER 11, 2001- 0900 MST
NATIONAL PREPAREDNESS LEVEL 2

CURRENT SITUATION:

Initial attack activity was moderate in both Southern and Eastern Areas,
and light elsewhere. Five new large fires were reported, three in the
Eastern Area and two in the Southern Area. Four large fires were contained
in the Southern and Eastern Areas. Very high to extreme fire indices were
reported in California, Indiana, Kentucky, North Carolina, Pennsylvania,
South Carolina, Georgia, Virginia and West Virginia.

SOUTHERN AREA LARGE FIRES:

GREEN MOUNTAIN, Cherokee National Forest. This fire is located near
Hartford, Tennessee. This fire is currently burning in steep, rocky
terrain. No further information was received.

WILLOW 11, Daniel Boone National Forest. The fire is located nine miles
southeast of Irvine, KY. This fire is being managed under a unified
command with the U.S. Forest Service and the Kentucky Division of
Forestry. Burnout activities have been completed.

REDBIRD FALL FIRES, Daniel Boone National Forest. A Type 2 Incident
Management Team (Kearney) is assigned and is working under a unified
command with the Kentucky Division of Forestry. This complex of fires is
nine miles east of Manchester, KY. Six new starts were reported yesterday.

SOUTHEASTERN DISTRICT COMPLEX, Kentucky Division of Forestry. A Type 2
Incident Management Team (Farson) is assigned. This complex of fires is
located near Pikeville, Manchester and London, KY. Fire activity began on
10/19 and a complex was formed on 11/3. One new fire was reported
yesterday. Crews will continue building fireline and conducting burnout
activities.

KENTUCKY RIVER COMPLEX, Kentucky Division of Forestry. A Type 2 Incident
Management Team (Spicer) is assigned. This complex is located in nine
counties surrounding Hazard, KY. Eight new fires were reported yesterday.
Two fires were contained. Burnout operations are planned.

EASTERN DISTRICT COMPLEX, Kentucky Division of Forestry. A Type 2 Incident
Management Team (Conley) is assigned. This complex of fires is located in
Six counties surrounding Betsy Lane, KY. A Type 1 Incident Management Team
has been ordered. Three fires were contained. The National Guard is
supporting suppression efforts.

GLASS MINE FIRE, Chattahoochee-Oconee National Forest. A Type 1 Incident
Management Team (Studebaker) has been ordered. This fire is located near
Suches, GA. This Ffire began as two separate fires. Steep terrain and fuel
load are making control efforts difficult.

This fire is burning three miles
north of Little Orleans, MD. No further information was received.

INDIAN SPRINGS FIRE, Maryland State Forestry. This fire is burning four
miles NW of Clear Spring, MD. Personnel were pulled off the fire line last
evening due to extreme fire behavior.

MILLERSBURG, Pennsylvania Division of Fire Protection. This fire is

burning in hardwood and brush. Several structures are threatened, with one
primary structure sustaining minor damage. A wind event is anticipated.

OUTLOOK:

A FIRE WEATHER WATCH 1S POSTED IN EASTERN KENTUCKY, WESTERN NORTH
CAROLINA, SOUTH CAROLINA AND NORTHERN FLORIDA FOR LOW RELATIVE HUMIDITY.

A cold front will move into the Southern Area, while a cool high pressure
will build in from the north. Winds will shift to the north behind this
front, and will bring breezy morning conditions to the southern
Appalachians. The Southern Area will be mostly sunny in the east and
partly cloudy in the west, with scattered showers possible over southern
and eastern Texas. Temperatures will be 55 to 65 in the north and 70 to 80
in the south. Minimum relative humidity will be 30 to 40 percent, except
15 to 25 percent in Kentucky, Tennessee, Virginia, North and South
Carolina, and 40 to 60 percent in Oklahoma and Texas. Winds will be north



to northeast at 10 to 15 mph in the north, otherwise they will be light
and variable.

A Pacific storm will exit southern California leaving behind lingering
showers over the central part of the state. Partly cloudy skies are
expected over most of the region. Temperatures will be in the 50s in the
mountains and 60s in the valleys. Minimum relative humidity will be 40 to
60 percent. Winds will be from the southwest at 10 to 15 mph.
